French Hepulse Attacks at Several 
Points Along the Aisne. 
PARIS, July 10.—The Germans re- 
turned to the attack on the Aisne front 
last night and again met with deteat, 
the*War Office reports. A strong as- 
sault on the French positions at Hurte- 
bise Monument and the Dragon was re- 
pelled. The attacking waves suffered 
Severely and were unable to reach the 

French lines. 

Local attacks at Laffaux mill, Ailles, 
Corbeny, Courcy and Auberive were un- 
successful. The French took prisoners. 

The statement follows: 

“Yesterday evening the enemy’s bom- 
bardment reached a degree of violence 
in different sectors of the Aisne front. 
Local attacks on trenches north of the 
Laffaux Mill and southeast of Ailles 
were repulsed by our fire. Further east 
at about 9:30 p. m., the enemy made 
& strong attack on our positions at the 
liurtebise monument and the Dragon. 
His efforts were vain. Unable to ap- 
proach our line the enemy troops were 
dispersed, suffering severely. 

“Surprise attacks on advanced posts 
southeast of Corbeny, in the Vicinity of 
Courcy in the sector of Auberive, and 
cost the enemy 
lasses and gave him no result. A cer- 
tain number of prisoners remained in 
our hands.”’

They obeyed 
and after the men held up had identified 
them as the robbers, O’Brien command- 
ed them to get into the automobile and 
teok them to the Newstead Avenue 
Station. 

On the way to the station one of the 
prisoners threw a revolver from the 
car. It fell upon the running board. 
When the party alighted from the car, 
O’Brien found $35.50 lying on the floor 
of the tonneau. 

The prisoners said that they were Ar- 
thur Craycroft, 22 years old: Mark 
Wilson, 20, and Edward 8S. O’Brien, 2%, 
members of G Company, First Regi- 
ment, assigned to guard duty at Sec- 
ond and Arsenal streets, and Joseph 
McLaughlin, 19 years old, of 5726 Cote 
Brilliante avenue. 

They at first denied having committed 
the robberies but after they had again 
been identified, Craycroft admitted that 
he had covered the men with a revol- 
ver while his companions’ searched 
them. He also admitted that he had 
tried to get rid of the revolver when in 
the auto on the way to the station. 


Craycroft said that he and the other 
prisoners had been drinking beer in 
the neighborhood of Taylor and Easton 
avenues before they started out on the 
expedition that ended in their errest. 
None of the prisoners would admit hav- 
ing thrown away the money that was 
found in the automobile.

charge since, testified vesterday, it 
was learned by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, at the secret inquest, that sol- 
diers shot and killed two negroes on 
the Island July 2, on the orders of 
Palice Sergeant Con Meehan, who said 
they had fired at policemen and sol- 
diers. ; 

The two negroes, Col. Clayton tes- 
tified, were hii:ing in a shed, and the 
soldiers, at Meehan’s orders, hunted 
them out and killed them. 

Col. Tripp, who was in 
of.all the soicters on the day of the 
riots, has stated that the soldiers 
could do nothing, because they lacked 
ammunition. 

No Aid From Police. 

Col. Clayton ‘testified that there 
were not enough national guardsmen 
to prevent rioting. In the business 
Section, where most of the negroes 
were murdered, he said, there were 
only two soldiers to a block, and they 
had little or no assistance from the 
police. He told of a policeman ar- 
resting a man for flourishing a re- 
volver at Missourt ard Collinsville 
avenues and releasing him at the 
demand of the crowd. 

The same incident was witnessed 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter. The 
policeman said he was going to take 
the man around the corner and turn 
him loose, but expressed himself as 
aggrieved because “tiie dam fools 
made me let him go ir front of the 
crowds.”’

White Youth Arrested. 

Joe Brannager, 17 vears old, a news- 
boy at Missouri and Collinsville qyenues, 
was arrested today gn testimony given 
at the inquest vesterday that he was 
among the riaters, firing a revolver. 

The evidence against Brannager is the 
first that has been wrought out at the 
secret inquest tending to implicate anv 
white person. The inquiry has centered 
on the shooting of Detective Sergeants 
Coppedge anc Wodley on July 1, Several 
have testified that Dr. L. N. Bundy, a 
negro dentist, was the leader of the ne- 
zroes. 

There has been considerable testimony 
that the police made no effort to prevent 
the murders of the negroes July 2. 


An intoxicated soldier returning to 
ast St. Louis from St. Louis on the 
back platform of a street car today 
boastfully exhibited clips of cart- 
ridges to the conductor and a pas- 
senger, who happened to be a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, and said that he 
fired 17 of them during the riots. “T 
muSt have hit something,’ he said. 
He was asked what he was shooting 
at. 

‘“‘Niggeers. of course,”’ he said.

Their Numbers. 


ON SALE IN EACH WARD 


Compilation Involved Copying 
of 50,000 Names and Setting 
of Remainder From Rolls. 


The regulations for the draft under the 
universal military service law require 
that each man registered shall fina out 
for himself the serial number which des- 
ignates him in the drawing which is to 
take place at Washington. The lists 
of men registered in St, Louis with 
their serial mumbers are open ex- 
amination at the several ward headquar- 
ters. In order to find out his number, 
each registered man must go his 
ward headquarters and examine s<¢ veral 
thousand names to get his own number. 
Already this requirement has caused 
great inconvenience, confusion and loss 
time to individuals. 

In order to provide a quick and con- 
venient method by which all of the men 
registered may find out their serial 
numbers, the Post-Dispatch has pmnted 
im Supplements, and placed on sale at its 
branch offices in the city the complete 
registration list with the serial num- 
bers. For greater convenience, the sup- 
tlement has been divided into sections, 
each containing the complete list ‘of 
naines and numbers for two or more 
wards. The supplements placed on sale 
in each ward contain the names, serial 
numbers and addresses of the men in 
that ward, with one or more wards in 
addition. But no one supplement con- 
tains the registration list of the entire 
city. 

Mayor Kiel, Friday afternoon, sent 
a letter to each newspaper, stating thut 
the press copy of the registration list 
of each ward would be available for 
copying at his office at noon Saturday. 

Ward Lista Are Obtained. 

At that hour the Post-Dispatch was 
the only newspaper which responded to 
the Mayor’s invitation. The lists of 16 
wards were delivered to the Post-Dis- 
patch that afternoon by M. E. Green, 
executive assistant in charge of the 
registration and reporters were sent to 
Exemption Board headquarters in other 
wards for the press copies. 

As there was only one press copy, 
on typewritten sheets of foolscap 
paper, the Post-Dispatch was fre- 
quired to pledge itself to return the 
press copy to the Mayor’s office Mon- 
dav morning for the opening of busi- 
ness. 

To meet this time requirement, ‘sv 
torce of 50 copyists was organize) 
and set to work at 2 p. m. in the 
Post-Dispatch office, under the direc- 
tion of P. E. Purcell, auditor of dis- 
bursements of the Wabash Railroai, 
and the expert who tabulates the city 
election returns. 

Some Set From Lists 

Copying from 75 to 150 names per mat 
per hour, this force completed the copy- 
ing of about 50,000 numbers, names and 
addresses within 24 hours. At midnight 
Saturday, after .he major portion of the 
work on the Sunday Post-Dispatch was 
done, the typesetting department of tns 
Post-Dispatch began supplementing the 
work hy setting, direct from the vriz!- 
nal press copies, about 28,000 names 
numbers and addresses. 

This work, at maximum mechanica: 
capacity, continued in relays through 
all of Sunday and Sunday night and un- 
til the hour on Monday morning when it 
was necessary to begin the type-setting 
for the regular Monday editions. After 
Monday's editions were out of the way, 
the same large mechanical force re- 
sumed the work of setting in type the 
78.000 numbers, names and addresses. 

The names of registrants, their serial 
numbers, and their addresses, were set 
up by wards. Proofs had to be read, and 
corrections made. The lists were then 
assembled by wards, and the presses 
began turning out the supplements Mon- 
day evening. 

Would Fill 100 Pages. , 

The greater part of the names, num- 
bers and addresses required two lines of 
type for each name. The entire list of 
names and addresses, if published in one 
issue, would fill more than 800 columns, 
or more than 100 pages of the Post-Dis-

Publication of the entire list in ore 
section, and its distribution as a part 
of the regular editions of the Post-Dis- 
patch, was a physical and mechanical 
impossibility. Hence two, and som:e- 
times three wards, were grouped in 
eight-page supplements and printed for 
distribution in the wards in which the 
names of registrants appeared in the 
supplements. 

The supplements for all the wards ex- 
cept wards 8, %, 3, %6 and 2 were placed 
on sale this morning at 1 cent each. Sup- 
plements for the wards just named wil! 
be awailable tomorrow. 

The number of supplements printed 
was slightly in excess of the number 
of men registered.

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JFRENCH AIRMAN BOMBS — 
KRUPP WORKS AT NIGHT 
IN A 446-MILE FLIGHT 


Flyer in Air Seven Hours, Under Fire Part of 
Time, Blinded by Wind and Unable to Get 
Out of Machine When He Descended. 


GRAND HEADQUARTERS OF THE 
FRENCH ARMY IN FRANC®, Sunday, 
July &—The most daring air raid yet 
carried out against the great Krupp mu- 
nition works at Essen was recounted to 
a staff correspondent of the Associated 
Press today by Sergt.

Rumor That One-Quarterof 
Krupp Works Was Destroyed 


AMSTERDAM, July 10. 


ES NOUVELLES of Maes- 
[_ tricht, Holland, gives an un- 
confirmed report that Dutch 
workmen who were laid off at the 
Krupp works on account of the de- 
struction of buildings in the recent 
French air raid, assert that a quar- 
ter of the Essen plant was de- 
stroyed. The. material damage is 
placed at millions of francs, and it 
is said that 190 employes were killed 
and hundreds of others, including 
45 French prisoners, wounded. 
One, and possibly two, French 
airplanes dropped Lombs on Essen 
last Friday. The official German 
report of the raid sald only two 
bomb holes were found 


and decided to continue westward as 
long as the petro! lasted I had a few 
litres left and was driving onward 
when suddenly I recognized a pre-ar- 
tanged signal and managed to land just 
at dawn at the same place from which 
I had departed.

Notes Tell ef the Trip. 

Sergt. Gallois, who is 3° vears of 
age, served in the Dragoons when 
the war broke out. He passed a short 
tin.e in the squadron and was then 
sent to the hospital! where sick 
horses were cared for. He tried to 
exchange to the alltocannon battery, 
but was told he was too old. He-ap- 
plied four times for the aviation 
corps unsuccessfully, but was accept- 
ed on the fifth application, although 
he had no knowledge of. flying. He 
rapidly learned piloting and over- 
come the difficulties in night flying, 
which enabled him to carry out his 
latest expedition with success. He 
took part in several! other bombing 
flights over the German lines 

His comrades, Lieu... Ardisson and 
Sergt Durand, both returned to the 
French base, having gone as far as 
Treves, when they found that their 
supply of gasoline would not permit 
them to reach Essen: so they drop- 
ped all their bombs on Treves be- 
fore fiying home 

It is believed that

When Gallois landed he was un- 
able to get out of his machine, owing 
to fatigue and semi-blindness, but 
today is recovered and prepared to 
undertake further expeditions.

GEN. SCOTT DESCRIBES 
ATTACK BY RUSSIANS 


Efficiency of Their Fighting, and 
Discipline and Eagerness of 
Men Revelation to Him. 


PETROGRAD. July 10 +Major-General 
Hugh L. Seott, chief of the General 
Staff of the United States army, on his 
return Sunday night from a !0-days’ tour 
ulong the southwestern front inte Ru- 
mania. described in detail and with great 
enthusiasm the Russian advance of June 
3%, Which he personally observed at close 
range from a point near Brezezany. 

“Few observers,’ said Gen. Scott, 
“have had such opportunity of viewing 
the active operations of a Evurcpean 
army since the war began. When we 
arrived at Tarnopol the Russian artillery 
preparation had been in progress nearly 
4#* hours, but we were in time to watch 
the brilliant climax 

“We journeyed from Tarnopol te the 
firing line in automobiles and wore es- 
corted to the trenches. A tremendous 
bombardment was in progress and the 
Austrian lines were being battered by a 
continuous torrent of shells. Ths point

But I soon discovered that 
these men were Austman prisoners, who 
came running with all speed into the 
Russian lines, apparent'y with a single 
thought—that of surreidering as quickly 
as possible 

“The Russian cusualties were compaer- 
atively slight, as it was possible to 
judge by the small number of ambu- 
lance wagons which the Russians sent 
forward "

Are Sewing Units Undemocratic? 

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Misinformation is frequently the cause 
ef unjust criticism. The letter in this 
column signed “A Mother,” and headed 
“Are Sewing Units Undemocratic,” is a very 
fair sample of this. There is no more 
democratic place in the cify than the Red 
Cross factory in the Kinloch Building. 
|Every organization and every creed and 
every individual, not representing any or- 
@anization or club but wishing to sew for 
the Red Cross is welcorre to do so, pro- 
‘vided we can accommodate them on the 
particular day they wish to come. 

Without organization, anyone can readily 
pee that we would have absolutely no 
‘knowledge of a regular working force. 
That means that without organization, we 
would have a thousand women on some 
‘days and a hundred women on other days— 
certainly an undesirable condition and one 
which would make for great confusion and 
lack of efficiency. 

When the Red Cross started its work 
this winter, the plan of sewing around 
in separate units, financed by the Red 
Cross, was tried, but was found to be un- 
successful. Results were entirely unsat- 
isfactory as to quantity and quality, and 
‘we found it necessary ‘to centralize all 
work on one Central Work Room. Since 
that time St. Louis has made a splendid 
record for efficiency, output and standard- 
ization of the work. We have been told by 
national officers that St. Louis nas the 
best Work Hoom in the U.ited States. 

The VJnit referred to in article signed 
“A Mother,” had all of its materials and 
Barments furnished by the Red Cross and 
was one of the Chapter wunits, and was, 
therefore, discontinued as a separate unit 
when the general plan changed. That Unit 
was invited, as were al! other units, to 
come to the Central Work Room and was 
the ONLY ONE that did not cooperate in 
the general plan. 

In the Separate Unit plan of work, we 
found there were thousands of garments 
unfinished for weeks. This gave no fin- 
ished product, and after war was declared, 
it was necessary to have a_ continual 
Output. 

Women of the United States to be of 
service now to their country must realize 
that service does entail sacrifice to a cer- 
tain extent; it means cooperation; it means 
organization; it means regular service, 
otherwise it lacks in efficiency. 

Any individual volunteer not connected 
with any society of any kind \v’hatsoever 
is always welcome; there are always ladies 
at the desk to place them in the Work 
Room, and they may sew for as long as 
they like, but if they cannot sew once 
or twice a month regularly, it is wiser for 
them to take up some othr branch of the 
work. When funds donated by the public 
mre used, it is necessary that they be ex- 
pended to secure the very greatest effi- 
ciency for the cause to which they were 
@onated. Anyone wishing to privately fi- 
mance a Red Cross group and sew outside 
our official Work Shops, using the models 
of the Red Cross, is certainly privileged 
to do so and turn the g2-rents in as a 
@onation to the Red Cross, and they will be 
gratefully received. 

There are also different lines of work 
which can be done in the home. 

The Central Work Room plan makes for

It would trace the 
origin of the riots and the conditions which en- 
couraged the outbreak and permitted groups of 
man-hunting rioters, without interference by the

The important thing, however, is the criminal | 


prosecution of the men guilty of murder and ar- 
son. A Federal grand jury investigation, under 
the direction of Judge Landis, would give hope 
of results. With the United States and a fearless 
Judge back of the inquiry, police terrorism and 
mob terrorism would be checked; intimidated 
witnesses could be induced to testify. The guilty 
could be brought to justice. 

Extraordinary crimes require extraordinary ef- 
forts to put a stop to them and to punish those 
guilty of tthem. The deliberate, murderous 4as- 
saults on innocent negroes in East St. Louis are 
unparalleled in American mob and lynch records. 
They belong to Armenia under Turkish rule and 
Russia under the Czars. The persons guilty of 
these crimes should be punished if it takes the 
whole power of the Government to do it. The of- 
ficials responsible for the free reign of murder 
should be exposed and punished at any cost. 

The blot on American civilization must be wiped 
out by a demonstration of the power and efficacy 
of law in this country. 
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INFLAMING RACE HATRED. 

The Republic on Monday morning devoted a 
great deal of space to an article telling how the 
village of Hartford, I1l., was saved from an “‘at- 
tack by 100 negroes” by the vigilance of an auto- 
mobile patrol which frightened the darkies away 
by encircling their camp at frequent intervals. 
The authorities there report that a posse of citi- 
zens from the town hunted such a force of negroes 
for hours, but failed to find a single one. 

The article apparently did not have even the 
flimsiest foundation in fact. It was not published 
aS a report or as a rumor, but as thetruth. It was 
just the sort of utterance that excites the rage 
and fear of the uninformed. It was neither better 
nor worse than the groundless alarmist stories 
which wrought East St. Louis mobs to a mania 
of race hatred following the murder of policemen 
by a gang of negroes. 

The pitiable thing about it is that it was un- 
necessary. Any adequate investigation by men 
who were looking for the facts rather than for 
thrills would have proved it unworthy of pub- 
lication. Carelessness in such matters at a time 
when the public is greatly inflamed is more than 
journalistic blunder. It comes near being jour- 
nalistic crime. 
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CITY HALL TIME CLOCKS.

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LATE TESTS OF GERMAN STRENGTH. 

The German attacks on the French, with which | 
the week began, were no more successful than 
the attack along the Chemin des Dames through 
which Berlin hoped to create some dismay in the 
United States on the Fourth of July. Their re- 
sistance to assaults on so great a scale shows how 
formidable the war power of the French still re- 
mains, despite late pessimistic reports. The out- 
come of the assaults also. shows the diminishing 
power of German efficiency. 

Details on the magnitude of that July 4 attack 
are only now beginning to be received. The Ger- 
mans planned to utilize against the allies every 
essential to success which the allies have used 
in winning positions of tremendous strength from 
the Germans. The bombardment with which the 
movement began is described by a French officer 
as surpassing for at least a short interval of time 
and along a limited extent of front anything he 
has observed during the entire period of the war. 
It was followed by an attempt to imitate the dash 
of the Canadians at Vimy. -

AIR-RAID RETALIATION. 

Up to this date the British authorities have re- 
sisted the strong pressure for retaliation in kind 
for the air-raids upon London. The killing and 
maiming of women ‘and children, without justifi- 
cation in military necessity, has aroused a demand 
for revenge througlf the indiscriminate slaughter 
of German noncombatants. The British authori- 
ties will do well to stick to the determination to 
let Germany be the only Power guilty of this 
cowardly, unmilitary/ devilish method of fright- 
fulness. 

If Germany, through a continuation of such 
raids, can force Great Britain and her allies to 
adopt the policy of retaliation in kind, the Prus- 
sian autocracy will have accomplished more to- 
ward the downfall of civilization than by every- 
thing they have done heretofore in the way of 
barbarous acts. Any nation that allows itself to 
undergo the change of mind involved in the con- 
version to German methods with regard to non- 
combatants will lose all standing as a champion 
of right. 

Certain American newspapers are advocating a 
rain of expWsives, by thousands of aeroplanes, 
on German cities, towns and villages. They say 
this would quickly end the war. Whether it 
would or not, it would certainly put an end to 
any claim America might have to the possession 
cf civilization. 

The only retaliation that ought to be consid- 
ered is the effective bombing of military and 
naval stations. Let the nations fighting for 
democracy keep their war record clean. 
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Cardinal Mercier is again causing the Germans 
annoyance. The Primate of Belgium is the great- 
est church figure that the war has developed. 
He personifies the church militant and _ un- 
afraid.

A. B.—Total negroes voting in United 
States in 1910 was 2,459,327, or 9.1 per cent. 
Many negro voters in Southern States are 
disfranchised and debarred from voting. 
The law prescribes the qualifications of all 
voters, without regard tu race, color or 
previous condition, but the conditions are 
such that few negro voters can meet the 
test required of them and technically, at 
least,, required of all men. No man can 
vote who has not been registered, and no 
man can be registered who does not pos- 
sess either an educational or property 
qualification, the registration officers be- 
ing the judges of the educational qualifi- 
cations of the voters, and the taxboards de- 
termining the property requirement.

This was Camillus de Lil- 
lis. to whom Pope Sixtus V granted per- 
mission to use a red cross as the distin- 
guishing mark of the society he was form- 
ing and which Pope Gregory XIV confirmed 
by founding the order in 1541. Camillus de 
Lillis by his work as a nurse and the re- 
forms he brought about in caring for the 
sick, both in hospitals and on the battle- 
feld, was eventually canonized a saint, and 
Pope Leo XIII, on June 22, 1886, announced 
that St. Camillus de LAllis would be the 
patron of nurses, whether they wore a red 
cross badge or not. When the late Mayor 
Gaynor was shot and taken to St. Francis 
Hospital in Hoboken, in what was thought 
to be a dying condition, “Big Bill" Ed- 
wards ordered that only the best nurses in 
the United States should attend the dia- 
tinguished patient. The Mayor overheard 
the order and, in the weak voice left to 
tim’ whispered: “I want these Sisters to 
take care of me.” And so, day and night, @ 
little Sister of St. Francis, with a red cross 
of St. Camillus on her breast, nursed the 
Mayor back to health.
